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In view of applicants' response filed on 9/17/08 the following applies. 

Applicants have removed the 103 rejection based on providing evidence of 
common ownership between instant case and WO publications. To advance the 
prosecution should the elected subject matter be found allowable after final, the 
examiner will rejoin process claims 16 and 17 and thus examine these claims as now 
amended. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

1 . The claim has been made into an independent claim and while applicants 
state the limitations of claims 15 and 16 have been incorporated into 17 the chemical 
transformations recited in 15 and 16 is not mentioned in 17. "Obtaining a compound..." 
without stating how render this claim incomplete. 

Claims 1-7 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In main claim 1 applicants have 
inserted "phenylcarbonyloxymethyl" as an optional substituent for Ar 3 . Support for such 
is urged can be found in compound #82. While said species does have the newly 
added moiety, said species alone cannot support the genus reciting varying values for 
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remaining variables. Note Ex parte Winters 11 USPQ2d 1387 regarding reliance on a 
species to create a generic concept. Also see Tronzo v. Biomet 47 USPQ2d 1829. 

Claims 1-9 and 12-14 as well as 15 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,410,970 (formerly 10/527,821 ) for reasons of record. Claim 15 has also been 
added to this rejection since process claims were rejoined in the copending case and 
includes the reductive alkylation step recited in claim 15. See route (a) of claim 9 in the 
copending case. However the debenzylation step in 16 or 17 is not seen to be claimed 
in the copending case. 

Applicants do not traverse this rejection but state their possible intent to file a 
terminal disclaimer should claims be otherwise in condition for allowance. 

Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
